But ſtill worſe was the Fate of Virgilius, Biſhop of 
Saltzburg in Germany, who for writing a Treatiſe of 
the Antipodes, was ( by the Means of the Biſhop of 
Mentz ) condemned by the then Pope of Hereſy ; which 
Doctrine zow is demonſtrated by every common Sailor. 
But I Value not theſe Things, or any Clamour raiſed by 
prejudiced People, fince Truth in time will ſhine like 
the San at Noon Day, and diſpel all thoſe Clouds of Ig- 
norance and Avarice which kept it obnubilated. 

Some Phyſicians of Note, (as I have been credibly in- 
formed,) being asked their Opinion concerning this new 
Method, were pleaſed to ſay, That it was no new Thing, 
and that they very well knew the Compoſitions, being all 
in Print; ſo far did they allow a Poſſibility of the Thing 
But I beg leave of thoſe Gentlemen to tell them, that they 
are all miſtaken. A very Learned and Eminent Phyſician 
told me very lately the ſame Things; but a Sight of my 

Injections quite alter d his Opinion. He ſaid, be 

thought the whole Cure might be effected with one fingle 
Bottle, as well as with the Three; but was throughly 
convinced of the contrary, when I told him the Impoſſibility 
of Cleanſing, Incarning, and Cicatrizing an Ulcer 
by the ſame Application: For though (as I have obſerved 
in the following Diſcourſe) flight Infections do ſome- 
times go off ſo, yet the Accidents of the more Virulent 
are generally increaſed thereby, and would by ſuch a Me- 
thod ſtill be rendered worſe, and conſequently do a great 
deal more Injury than Good. 

Some PraCtitioners not being able to deny the Effect of 
my Remedies, have boaſted that they could do as much 
themſelves ; but I hope they'll not take it ill, if 1 ſay I 
do not believe them. A very Learned Phyſician was 
pleaſed to ſay, That if ſuch a Thing was in Nature, it 
could be no hard thing to find it out : But I could tell that 
Gentleman, that we have in this Neighbourhood, a Ma- 
chine, or Engine, which by the Help of Fire only, con- 
ſtantly throws up vaſt Quantities of Water out of deep

put together as ſome People may imagine : And tho Solo- 


mon ſaith, there is no New Thing under the Sun, yet it 
is not to be doubted, but that there are a great many 
Things, of whoſe Virtues and Powers (if variouſly ap- 


plied) we are very ignorant. I do not pretend that the In- 


gredients of which my Injections are compoſed, are al- 
together new and unknown in the World, being ſatisfied 
that they are as old as the World; but I ſay, that both 
Method and Compoſitions are entirely New, and not 
known to any Perſon upon Earth befides myſelf, though 
I am not ignorant that Dr. Cockborne wrote a ſmall 
Treatiſe ſome Tears ago in favour of ſuch à kind of 
Practice, but never brought it to any tolerable Method. 
The famous Wall is ſaid to depend much upon an Im- 
jection, and ſo do many Practitioners, in ſuch Caſes 
where they cannot do without it, and in conjunction with 
Internals; but ſhew me the Perſon, if you can, who 
ever pretended, till after the Publication of my Book, to 
do theſe Things by any regular Method, as this of mine 
is, which firſt carries off the Malignity, then heals the ul- 
cerated Parts, and laſtly corroborates the relaxed Fibres? 
But over and above the former Opponents, I am migh- 
tily reflected upon by a Parcel of People, who pretaud to 
an Over bare of Sanity, and ſay that I ought not to do 
heſe Things, becauſe it encourages Vice, and that Sin- 
ners thus afflicted, ſhould ſuffer Death for theſe Crimes:

A Second Reaſon may be taken from the expe- 
rienced Uſe of Drareticks, in the common Me- 
thods of curing a Gonorrhæa. Salmon in his An- 
notations upon Doctor Sydenham, tells us, he hath 
cured many recent Gonorrhaa's by Diureticks only. 


And indeed every Practitioner knows, that per- 


haps half the Cure depends upon thoſe kind of Me- 
dicines; which would be impoſſible, were not their 
Particles canveyed by the Urine to the Parts af- 
| be concluded by what I have al- 
ready mentioned, And for a farther Confirmation 
of this, it is found by daily Experience, that thoſe 
Medicines are. of little or no Uſe in the Cure of 
Women, if the Ulcerations lie high within the 
Uterus, or Vagina; becauſe then thoſe Parts can- 
not be waſhed by the Urine. Befides, I have 
known ſeveral young Gentlemen, who in the 
Height of their Runnings have expreſſed a greater 

re of Women, than at any other Time; which 


would be ext otherwiſe, was that Running pu- 


trified Seed. This has been fo very manifeſt, that 
many of them have affured me, ſometimes in 
their Dreams, and other Times waking, they have 


emitted a very large Quantity of a pure white 
tranſparent and tenacious Seed: And I preſume, 


no Body doubts, but that Women are ſometimes 
got with Child by thoſe, who have Virulent Go- 
nexrhan's upon them at the ſame Time; wry

could not be done, was the natural Texture of the 
Semen broke, or (according to the other Notion of 
Conception) the ſmall Animalcula Swimming in 
the ſeminal Liquor deftroyed by the Infection. 
But here I know it may be objected, that Parents 
who have laboured under Venereal Diſeaſes, genes 
rally beget Children infected, which is moſt cer- 
tain. But if the Infection was from the Father in 
a Gonorrhæa, it could not be immediately convey- 
ed in the Semen to the Ovum, for the Reaſons a- 
bove, iz. the Semen not being infected; but the 
virulent Matter from the Pockey Ulcers muſt firſt 
infect the Mother, and ſhe in Time the Child, as 
receiving its full Nourzſhment and Increaſe from 
her. In old inveterate Poxes the Cafe is quite 
vtherwiſe, where the whole Maſs of Blood and Juj- 
ces are concerned, or where the Conſtitution is 
tainted with any other Dyſcrafia: There (I ſay) the 
Semen may be in one Reſpect or other ſo vitiated, 
as not to be able to fecundate the Ovum fo powers 
fully, as it ought to do; — or perhaps in ſuch 
Cafes, the Animalcula are more feeble and weak, 
and conſe nol Children born in ſuch Circum- 
ſtances, where the very Stamina Vita are faulty 
muft become weak and morbid; for Seed, though 
never ſo well elaborated in the Teſtes, yet being 
produced from h Blood muſt in ſdme Meaſure 
partake of the ſame Quality. But here I foreſte 
another Objection, which is, that we have Inftans 
ces from many credible Authors, both in their pub- 
lick and private Diſſections of many Venereal Per- 
ſons, who have their Proſtrates eaten away, and the 
Veftctts Seminiles and Teſtes full of a yellowiſh of | 
greeniſh Matter, ſuch as was ſeen before to dif- 
charge it ſelf through the Urethra: This indeed, 
at firſt ſeems to be an Argument of Strength, bu 
in reality is not ſo; for though the Venereal Infec- 
tion (if fiffered to go ws "4g produce ſuch Effects, 
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yet as I have ſaid before, ſuch Ulcerations or Cor - 
ruptions of the Veficulz Seminales, &c. are not to be 
cured by any Art whatſoever; and therefore Ve- 
nereal Runnings cannot be ſeminal or corrupted 
Seed, the incurable Sort only excepted, and ſuch 
are thoſe mentioned above. 5 g 
A third Reaſon may be argued from the Effects 
of Injections, which did they not reach the Parts 
affected, would work no Alteration; And here I 
muſt again anſwer another Objection, which is this, 
vix. Aſtringent Injections untimely uſed, will cauſe 
Swellings and Inflammations in the Teſtes; which 
could not happen, was not the infecting Matter by 
that Means kept in, and thrown back through the 
ſeminal Parts upon them. Joh 
Io this I anſwer, That every Practitioner knows 
that a Paranychia, commonly called a Whitloe in 
the Finger, will cauſe a Swelling in the Glands of 
the Arm-Pit; and ſo will painful Swellings in the 
Feet or Toes ſometimes cauſe the like in the Glands 
of the Groin; which however, I ſuppoſe, can hard- 
ly be imagined to ſend any of the infecting Mat- 
ter to hal Parts, but is purely the Effect of the 
Intercourſe of the Nerves, being what is common- 
ly called a Suffering by Conſent of Parts. And 
this, to me, ſeems clearly demonſtrable ſeveral 
Ways : As, Firſt, I have often kngwn thoſe Tumours 
in one or both the Teſtes, to ha Miſen in the very 
Height of a purging Courſe, when the Running 
hath been more plentiful than before: And there- 
fore we have little Reaſon to believe any of the 
infecting Matter could fall back to the Teſtes. 
But let us ſuppoſe a Perſon ſeized with a painful 
Tumour in one or both the Teſtes, as juſt now ſaid, 
F would ask any rational Practitioner what is to be 
done? Why he will tell me preſently, the Patient 
ought to bleed, to be kept to a cooling and thin 
Diet, and perhaps a gentle Purge or two, with K. 
7. l | 0 
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of Cafſia Sal. Prunel. &c. and ſome mollifying Ca- 
taplaſm applied externally, which is ſeldom or ne- 
ver known to fail making a Cure. Now, pray 
conſider what ſuch a Method could do, was there 
any Venereal Taint in the. Teſtes? The bleeding 
muſt infallibly tend to draw it farther into the 
Maſs of Blood, and put the Patient upon the Ha- 
zard of a general Pox; and a Purge or two of Caſ- 
fia, &c. are too feeble Inſtruments to cope with 
a Venereal Infection, neither can any kind of Ca- 
taplaſm carry off any Species of a Venereal Dif- 
eaſe, without bringing the Part to Suppuration, as 
in Bubo's, But the true Reaſon of ſuch a Cure is, 
the Blood being thrown into violent Ebullitions 
by ſtrong Catharticks, which commonly throws off 
its Recrements upon ſome Part, or other, cauſing an 
Obſtruction there, whereupon aTumour and Inflam- ; 
mation follows, or, perhaps, the Blood irritated to 1 
fo rapid and quick a Motion, breaks ſome of the 1 
ſmall Fibres in its Paſſage through them, and ſo 
is the Cauſe of an Obſtruction, which might as 
well happen _ any tender or weak Part as the 
Teſtes. Though in the Time of a painful Gonorrhaa 
a Flux of Humours is more inclinable towards the 
Genital Parts; and therefore it 1s, that Bleeding, 
and a cooling Regimen, by taking off the Fer- 
vour of the Blood, render the obſtructed Matter 
capable of being returned into its proper Chan- 
nels by externals Applications, c. 

Again, let us ſuppoſea Goxorrhea untimely ſtopp'd 
by aſtringent Injections, or otherwiſe; and that a 
Tumour happen upon the Teſtes preſently after; 
what Method is then tv be taken? Why, truly 
the very ſame, only with this Difference, That ac- 
cording to the common Method, the Malignity of 
the Difaſe is to be purged off, when the Patient 
tas no Neceſlity of Purging, ſince I can apply a 
Medicine immediatady ro th Part affected by — 
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Gonorrhaa, increaſe the Running, and, in ſhort, do 
more in order to a Cure in twelve Hours, than any 
others ſhall be able to effect by their common 
Courſe in ſo many Days. 
In Auguſt laſt, a Man of about twenty ſix Years 
of Age, came and ſhewed me a large and pain- 


ful Tumour, upon one of his Teftes By prefling the 
Penis with my Hand, I forced a ſmall Quantity of 
a yellowiſh Matter from thence. I ordered him a 
Bag-Truſ5, and gave him a Box of Ung. Nicer. to 
embrocate the Part with, and ſhewed him how to 
uſe the firſt Injection: This Perſon living near me, I 


ſaw him every Day, and found the Running to in- 
_ creaſe mightily, whilſt the Tumour at the ſame 


Time leſſened as faſt; fo that in four or five Day: 
it was ſcarcely to be ſeen , the Gonorrhæa was after- 
wards healed and dried up, as in ſome of the fol:

n hand is quite otherways; here is an Efferve- 
ſcence excited by a foreign, poiſonous, putrefac- 
tive Ferment, which, though at its firſt Onſet, pro- 
duceth a tolerable Pus, yet preſently afterwards 
thews it ſelf in all its Colours, and runs parallel 
with the moſt malignant and rebellious Ulcers. 
But here ſeems to be Room for a ſmall Objection, 
which I cannot well paſs by, and that is this, The 
inward Parts of the Urethra being of a membra- 
nous and neryous Subſtance, is hardly capable of 
having. its Juices converted into Pus. In anſwer 
to this Iwould appeal to all the practiſing Surgeons 
in the World, 55 ask if ever they meet with a 
Digeſtion in the Membranes of the Brain, or any 
other nervous Parts of the Body? And doubt not, 
but they will anſwer, ſuch Wounds cannot be cu- 
red, without being firſt digeſted. But that is not 
the Caſe; neither do I ſuppoſe that all the Run- 
ning in a Gonorrhæa doth proceed from the ulcera- 
| ted Urethra, no, that would be ridiculous to ima 
gine; but the Glands of the Penis, which empty 
their Liquors into it, having the Extremities of 
their Ducts irritated to Motion, cauſe thoſe Glands 
to throw out their contained Juices,. in a Quantity 
very extraordinary to what they do in a State of 
Health; which is the very ſame that happeneth to 
the Eye, Noſe, Mouth, &c. when provoked thereto 
by any ſharp and ſtimulating Matter. Mr. Cowper

Don't we ſee the Cartilaginous Part of 
the Noſe very often entirely conſumed by it, and 
that in a very little Time too? Are the hardeſt 
Bones exempted from its Fury ? Much leſs can the 
nervous and membranous Parts protect themſelves, 
'Tis true, the harder the Parts are, the more like- 
ly are they to reſiſt: For which perhaps it may not 


be improbable, that the Glands of the Urethra are 


the firſt Sufferers, and afterwards very likely the 
whole Paſſage it ſelf infected, the Neck of the 
Bladder not excepted , upon which Parts, viz. the 
rethra, its Glands, and ſometimes the Neck of the 
ladder. I ſhall in the ſecond Place endeavour to 
fix the Seat of a Gonorrbæa in Men, for the follow: 
ing Reaſons : | 


And Firſt, I have already ſufficiently proved, 
that none of the ſeminal Parts could be the Seat 
of a Gonorrhaa ; and therefore we have no other 


than the urinary Paſſage to fix it upon. 

Secondly, Was it not 1n that Paſſage, no kind of 
Injection could have any Manner of Effect upon 
it, the contrary to which every Practitioner knows. 

Thirdly, The violent Strangury that attends the 
Diſeaſe, argues a great Tenderneſs, Rawneſs, or 
Inflammation in the Neck of the Bladder, beſides 
the great Soreneſs complained of by many all 


along the Underſide of the Penis, extgnding it ſelf 


the whole Length of the Perineum, even to the Anus; 
which often puts them upon Motions of going to 
to Stool. And this I take to be one Reaſon, why 
the Symptoms of a Gonorrhaa, as Pain, Oc. are 
often increaſed by violent Purging, the Reum 
| | ing 
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Cy 
being inflamed by an almoſt conflant Flax of 
ſharp irritating Matter, communicates that Diſor- 
der to the Neck of the Bladder, by the Vicinity 
of their Parts. The Pain in making Water, in a 
Gonorrhæa (as I have been informed by a great ma- 
ny) when firſt complained of, ſeems to be fixed 
but Juſt within the Entrance of the Uyethra, and 
the Urine gives not the leaſt Uneaſineſs in its Courſe 
through the Paſſage, till it reaches that ulcerated 
Part; but as the poiſonous Matter makes its far- 
ther Progreſs inward, the Perſon is tormented with 
violent Pains the whole Length of the Urethra; 
and as the Neck of the Bladder comes to be affected, 
is put upon conſtant Motions to make Water. Be- 
ſides this, if we conſider the ill Conſequences, 
which too often attend the common Methods of cu- 
ring Gonorrhea's, I mean Caruncles and Carnoftties, 
which are little Excreſcencies of Fleſh, ſpringing from 
the ulcerated Parts of the Urethra, I do not ſee the 
leaſt Room for any Objection againft that Paſſage 
— the Seat of the Diſtemper : Theſe Excreſcencies 
at firſt, cauſe the Urize to come out forked, or with 
two Streams; but upon their Increaſe, fill up 2 
great Part of the Paſſage, ſo as to cauſe a total Sup- 
2 of the Urine. Some Years ago I was ſent 

r to a Toung Fellow in that Condition: He had 
made no Water in twoor three Days, notwithſtand- 
ing he had drank large Quantities of Liquors, in 
order to force it. I do not know that I ever ſaw a 
Man live in ſuch Agonies in all my Life; neither 
do I think it had been poſſible for him to have li- 
ved twelve Hours, without a Diſcharge of his 
Urine. . I viewed the Penis, and found the Urethra 
ſo filled with Excreſtencies, that I was not able to 
. pals a Wax Candle, therefore had only two Things 
to offer to him, viz. either to make an Inciſion into 
the Perinæum, or force through the Paſſage with a 
Catheter. He made Choice of the latter, which 7 
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a Work both difficult and painful: The Parts bled | 


much, but however, I at laſt got the Inſtrument 
into the Bladder, and drew off his Urize, which at 
that Time filled two Chamber Pots and a Pint 
Mug. He had preſent Eaſe thereupon; and I could 
then paſs up a Wax Candle : By which, and others 
of another Kind, with Injectons, I finiſhed the Cure. 
Now I ſay, that thefe Caruncles were the Efeft 
or Conſequence of a Gonorrhaa ill managed, and 


that every Effect, muſt be preceded by its Caſe; 


therefore it naturally follows, that the Seat of that 
Gonorrhaa was in the Urethra; for had that Part not 
been touched by the Infection, it muſt have conti- 
nued ſound or unhurt ; unleſs any one will be ſo 
ſtupid, as to imagine they might be from anather 
Cauſe ; But allowing that, that other Cauſe muſt. 
be known, and what Occaſion have we (in theſe 
Caſes) to enquire after imaginary Cauſes, when we 
have one ſo demonſtrable as this is. | 

Fourthly, A Suppreſſion of Urine, which I have 
often known in a. Gonorrhæa, without Carancles, of 
any Thing like them. About two Years agoa Man 
df thirty fix Years of Age, ſent for me to his Houſe, 
and complained of a total Suppreſſion of his Urine, 
with violent Pain about the Neck of his Bladder - 
and Anus, Upon ſearch, I found neither Carun» 
cles, Stone, nor Gravel, but a more than erdinary 
Difficulty in paſſing the Sphincter of the Bladder. 
I drew off his Water, which was ſucceeded by a 


conſiderable Quantity of a white purulent Matter 


through the Catheter: I then caſt up ſome of my 
Injection, which I forced quite into the Bladder, 
and ſame of another ſort into the Anus, and then 
ave him Directions for the Uſe of them. By this 
ethod he daily grew better, and the Pus following 
his Urine grew leſs, ſo that in a Week or nine Days 


Time he was perfectly well. ThisPerſontald me, 


that about four or five Months before, he had a Ge- 
: | aorrhaga,

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vhea, and undergone a ſevere Courſe of Purging, 
Vomiting, & But doubtleſs the Infection had 
Jaid hold on the Neck of the Bladder, which toge- 
ther with the frequent Ebullitions of the Blood, oc- 
caſioned by the Phyſick, had ulcerated, inflamed, 
and tumified that Part to fuch a Degree, as to cauſe 
| an abſolute Suppreſſion of his Urine, And hence 
appears the Uſefulneſs of Diureticks, which help 
conſtantly to clear the whole urinary Paſſage, and 
to cool and abate Inflammations in thoſe Parts; all 
which Intentions are admirably anſwered by my 
Method, as will appear hereafter. | 
I might here produce many more Reaſons to 
prove that a Gonorrhæa is nothing (in ſhort) but 
an Ulcer raiſed in the urinary Paſſage by the In- 
ſinuation of ſome virulent or poiſonous Matter, 
but T think theſe are ſufficient. I ſhall therefore 
proceed to enquire into the Seat of that Diſtemper 
in Women, which muſt be either the Vagina or 
Uterus, or both, as is in a great Meaſure proved 
by what I have already ſaid in relation to its Seat 
In Men; to which I ſhall only add, that the infec- 
ting Matter in Coitu, being caſt into the Vagina 
or Uterus, (either of which Parts are ſufficiently 
qualified for its Reception, ) muſt of conſequence firft 
produce their Effects there, and by its irritating 
and ſtimulating Quality, cauſe a great Diſcharge 
of a Liquor ſcarcely to be diftinguiſhed from the 
Whites: And it is for this Reaſon, that many Wo- 
men have the Infection a great while, without be- 
ing made ſenſible of it; for if the Ulcerations are 
much beyond the Neck of the Bladder, fo as not 
to be touched by the Urine, they can have no Diſ- 
order in making Water. The Tumours and Excreſcen- 
cies of various Kinds and Figures, frequently found 
an the Vagina, are an undeniable Proof, that the 
Seat of the Diſtemper is in that Paſſage. Mr. Wiſe-

I my ſelf have ſeen ſe- 
veral ſuch Caſes, which generally take their Riſe 
from Ulcerations of thoſe Parts; and would all eafi- 
ly be prevented by 2 Method, which effectually 
eſtroys and carries off the Malignity, and ſecurely 
heals and dries up the Ulcerations 


From all that hath been ſaid, it is evident, even 


beyond all Objection, that the Liquor diſcharged 
in a virulent Gonorrhæa in both Sexes is not ſemi- 
nal; for Women have no Seed, neither are the ſper- 
matick Parts the Seat of the Diſtemper; but the 
Urethra or urinary Paſſage in Men, and the Vagi- 
na or Neck of the Womb, or Matrix it ſelf, or

The efficient Cauſe of a virulent Running, (as 
may be eaſily gathered from the natural or com- 
mon Progreſs of the Infection) muſt conſiſt in the

in Dogs. Dr. Harvy is of Opinion that this Diſeaſe is 
common to Dogs: He tells us, he ſaw a little Cur in 
Holland, that had a Virulent Running of the Reins, 


farther, that in Itah many refrain eating Turkeys, 
becauſe a great Number of them are found to be 
infected with the Pox; and I have many Times ob- 
ſerved a Dribbling of the Urine, with a bloody and 
purulent Matter iſſuing from the Penis of ſeveral 


Dogs, after their Congreſs with a hot Bitch, But to 


proceed, this poiſonous and fermentative Matter 


having once gotten Poſſeſſion, either of the Urethra 


in Men, or Vagina, Cc. in Women, ſo irritates or 
ſtimulates their Fibres, as to cauſe a very large 
Diſcharge of a ſharp and acrimonious Liquor, even 
larger than might reaſonably be expected from 
thoſs Parts, But here we may ſoon ceaſe our Admi- 


ration as to that Matter, if we do but conſider the 


Effect of an Epiſpaſtick applied to any Part of the 
Body, the acrimonious and ſtimulating Quality, 
of which is found to evacuate a, Liquor ten thou- 
ſand Times more in Quantity, than what that Part 
naturally diſcharged it ſelf by Perſpiration. So 
likewiſe we fee in Tumors, or Ulcers of the Glands, 
in ſcrophulous Caſes, ' vaſt Quantities of their oor- 
rupted Juices running forth. But theſe Matters are 
ſo well handled by Dr. Cockborne, Dr. Nicholſon, and 
others, that it is but loſt Time farther to inſiſt upon 
them, I ſhall. therefore proceed ta conſider the

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Grounds and Reaſonableneſs of the common Me- 
thods generally uſed in the Cure of a Virulent 
Gonorrhaa. And that I may do this as regularly 
as I can, I ſhall fix upon none of the meaneſt Au- 
thors in this Practice, but Mr. Serjeant Miſeman, 
whoſe Method hath been conſtantly allowed to be 
very good, if not equal to the beſt of thoſe who 
have wrote upon this Subject: His Method, I ſay, 
I ſhall enquire into, as being (I ſuppoſe) the beſt 
and moſt generally followed, though not excluſive 
of others.

Where cauſtical Poiſons are applied externally, a 
Remittance of the Accidents ariſing from thence 
cannot be expected before the Removal of the 
prime Cauſe.

daily, I can ſee no Reaſon why a Patient *

be fo haraſſed, have his Stomach ſo weakened, and 
even his whole Conſtitution ſo ſhocked, as perhaps 
not to be recovered in ſome Years, nay, ſome weak- 
ly People probably never get over it, but ſuffer 
their whole Lives afterwards. I have known a Per- 
ſon purged into a Hectical Fever, and though he 
was recovered by a Milk Diet, Cc. yet it was not 
without great Difficulty. But farther : © 
The good Effects of a proper Injection (ſuch as 
mine 1s) do really run parallel with the good Ef- 
fects of Purging in every Reſpect, only with this 
Difference, that my Injection ſhall effect more in a 
Day or two, than can be done by Purging in ten 
Days, and all that without any Pain, (except a lit- 
tle Smarting upon its firſt Uſe,) Diſturbance, or the 
Teaft Hindrance of Buſineſs whatſoever. This In- 
jection generally increaſes the Running, and at the 
fame Time mortifies the Malignity. But if the In- 
fection doth not run high, or hath not been of any 
very long Continuance, the Running is not in- 
creas d, but, however, ſhall appear thinner and whi- 
ter, and that in a Day or two's Time, which (every 
Practitioner knows) are very great Symptoms of 
Amendment: In ſome very light Infections I have 
known the Running in that Time totally to dif- 
appear.

Turpentine ſubſtituted or brought 1nto 1ts Room, 
commonly called Balſam of Cobaiba, or Capivi, 
which in Time doth often anſwer the Inten- 
tion : But when the Virulency 1s removed, we 
have no occaſion to conſider the remaining Part, 
any otherwiſe than as a common Sore, Wound, or 
Ulcer ; and I pray, whoever in ſuch Caſes, advi- 
ſed ſach an internal Courſe where immediate A 
plication could be made to the Part affected? I 
{aid a Wound or Ulcer, for 'tis ſomething difficult 
(according to the common Definitions of both to 
ſay to which it moſt properly belongs: A Wound 
is generally defined to be a Solution of Continuity 
by any Thing that Cuts or Tears; and an Ulcer a 
Solution of Continuity proceeding from an inward 
Cauſe eroding the Part: If fo, what muſt we ſay 
to Solutions of Continuity from Itch, Scabbineſs, or 
external Poiſons ; few will call ſuch Accidents 
Wounds; and the Strictneſs of this Definition will 
not allow them to be Ulcers , therefore call them 
what you will, I ſhall not differ about Names, 
But to return; perhaps it may here be objected, 
that we often meet with Wounds and Ulcers in 
tie external Parts of the Body, and where we can 
make our Applications as we pleaſe, yet are fre- 
quently obliged to have recourſe to the Atliſtance 

* internal Remedies; All which I grant to 
e true; but at the ſame time do not think this 
„ hath 


them? if they are ſtill to be convey'd by 
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hath any relation to our preſent Purpoſe, any o- 
therwiſe than as a Gonorrhæa may happen in a Per- 
ſon of an ill Habit of Body, and by that Means 
the Cure may be protraited to a greater Length of 
Time: But pray conſider, where we meet with an 
external Wound in one Perſon that requires inter- 
nal Remedies, we meet with a hundred that do 
not: And as to external and ill-condition'd Ulcers, 
they (every one knows) are the Effect of a bad 
Conſtitution, or ill Habit of Body, and couſequent- 
Iy do require an Amendment of that firſt, But 
however, what rational Perſon in either of theſe 
Caſes, would adviſe a Courſe of Phyſick without 
(at the ſame time) making uſe proper Applications 
the Part affected? The Reaſonableneſs of which 

will yet farther appear, if we conſider, : 
Firſt, (as J have d before,) that the Running in 
a Genorrhea, was increaſed by the Stimulus in the 
Part, partly excited by the Malignity, and partly 
by Purging or Injections: And if fo, no doubt but 
that the Parts are mightily heated and diſordered, 
even after the Expulſion of the Poiſon : And Medi 
eines given by the Mouth can poſſibly effect thoſ 
Parts but two ſeveral Ways, and that is, as being ei. 
ther mixed with the Urine, and ſo waſhing the ulcers 
ted Parts that Way, or elſe as being mixed with the 
circulating Juices in the ulcerated Parts. The for- 
mer of theſe I take to be the moſt common, the 
whole Tribe of Medicines generally made Uſe 0 
in this Intention being Diureticks; and as ſuc), 
what mighty Effects is it reaſonable to expect fron 


hot, ſharp, and falt a Liquor as is the Urine, whuc 
will naturally create a Smarting and Uneaſineb 
in Sores upon any-other Parts of the Body, of fat 
- leſs Tenderneſs than is that of the Urethera ? 

Or let us conſider them as Balſamicks only, en 
dued with a ſoft, ſanative, or healing Quality, fuc

as are capable of allaying the Stimulus, ſheathing 
and ſmoothing the ſharp Particles of the Juices, 
and unbending the diſtorted Fibres in the Part : I 


| ay, conſidering all this, I do not ſee any Reas 
ſon why we ſhould nauſeate our Patients Stomachs 
with ungrateful Potions, Bolus's, &c. when we may 


apply Medicines partaking of all theſe Qualities, 
immediately to the Parts, with as much Certain- 
ty, nay, (I believe I may ſay,) with ten times 
more Certainty than can be imagined or expect- 


ed from any Intervals, for as often as I have uſed - 


my. Balſamick Injection, (which is not poſſible for 
me to enumerate,) I cannot ſay that I ever knew 
it fail in producing the deſired Effects in ( I think) 
as few Days, as the other Method requires Weeks, 


As a farther Confirmation of this, give me leave 


to inſtance the following Obſervation, 
About three or four Years ago, I was conſults 


ed in the Cure of an Ulcer in the Neck of the 


Bladder: It was in a Man of about three or four 
and Thirty Years of Age: He had almoſt a con- 
ſtant Motion to make Water upon him, inſomuch 
that he was obliged to rife thirty or forty times a 
Night, and then could ſeldom make above a few 
Drops of Water at a time. I frequently viewed that, 
and always found a Sediment of a purulent Mat- 
ter in the Bottom of it : He had been under the 
Care of ſeveral great Men, and had gone through 
the regular Courſes commonly known in thoſe Ca- 


ſes; for which Reaſon I was reſolved to try the 


Force of my Injections, and accordingly ſent him 


the firſt named, and ſhewed him how to convey 
it into the Blader, When he had uſed two or three 


Bottles of that, I ſent him one of my Balſamick 


Injections, which being in like manner repeated as 


the former, wrought a perfe& Cure, and the Perſon 


hath continued well ever ſince. Which is a clear

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tween Internals, and Medicines immediately ap- 
lied to the affected Parts. As I have ſaid be- 
re, it is ſoemthing hard to keep ſome who have 
undergone the Severity of the common Methods 
in former Cures, from running into them again, 
not thinking themſelves ſafe without them; or 
perhaps have imagined that it was but reaſonable, 
that ſuch a pleaſing Sin ſhould be puniſhed with 
ſuch an almoſt intolerable Cure. Some ſuch I 
have met with, who in the Time they have been 
uſing the Balſamick Injection, would willingly have 
been taking Tereb. J. But if ever I conſented to 
indulge their Humours that Way, I conſtantly found 
it inflamed the Parts, and in ſome meaſure renew- 
ed the Strangury.

The Third and laſt Intention, is, (as I have ſaid,) 
to corroborate or ſtrengthen the relaxed Fibres, 
And here Mr. Miſeman tells us, if by ſome of the

Time of giving them is in the very Declination of if 


it, when there only appeareth 'a little thin wa- 
teriſn Humour, which glueth the Entrance of the 
Urethra.

Aſtringents given by the Mouth are generall 

obſerved to produce their Effects one of theſe 
three Ways, that is, they either carry off the Se- 
roſities by ſome of their wonted Paſlages, as U- 
rine, Sweat, Stool, &c. or elſe by abſorbing them, 
leſſens the watery Part of the Blodd : Or, thirdly, 
by deſtroying or fettering the Acids, which con- 
ſtantly galled the Weak Parts, reſtore them to 
their former Tone. But what is this to our Pur- 
poſe? A Perſon that has undergone a long Courſe 
of Purging, can hardly be ſuppoſed to have his 
Blood over-run with Seroſities; and therefore

| Let us once again ſuppoſe a ſanious or moiſt 
IE Ulcer upon any of the external. Parts, occaſioned 
by a Flabbineſs, Looſeneſs, or Weakneſs of the 
\ Fibres, how long think you might we perſiſt in 
| the internal uſe of Aſtringents, before we ſhould 
I find it anſwer our Purpoſe ? Whereas on the 
other hand, where ſuch Medicines are judiciouſly 
applied to the Ulcer itſelf, we daily find their 
Eftects anſwer our Expectations, In my Opt- 
nion, this Way of applying Medicines in a G- 
orrhga hath been very little practiſed for the 
following Reaſons : The Firſt, from the miſ⸗ 
Faken Notions of the Seat of the Diſeaſe in 
both Sexes ; which, I hope, by this Time is out of 
Diſpute : And the Second, I take to proceed from 
in Uskilfulneſs in making Applications them- 
elves; I mean, in reference to the Inſtruments; 
hich indeed, uſed the common Way, are both 
ery frightful and painful ; but my Way uſed, are 
ntixely free from both, giving the Patient no 
nore Trouble than would happen in Waſhing any 
ternal Ulcer. One conſtant Inconveniency that 
tends the giving Aſtringents inwardly, is Conſti- 
ation of the Belly, where they mult firſt act, 
efore they can any ways influence the Maſs of 
lood ; and though this may, in ſome Meaſure , 
prevented, by mixing them with ſome 1195 
enients or Purgatives, yet it muſt be allowed, 
at ſuch Medicines, at this Time of the Diſeaſe,

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Barn, without Iofing one Hour's Work. 
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Now, pray let us briefly enquire, what Effects 
we may reaſonably expect from ſuch a Regimen: 
The abovenam'd cooling incraſſating Vegetables 
do very much thicken the Blood, by imbibing its 
volatile Salt, and conſequently both leſſen its Mo- 
tion and Preſſure upon the Veſſels in its Circula- 
tion, by which Means the infecting Matter lies ve- 
ry quiet and undiſturbed upon the Parts; which

this, I have been told by ſeveral of my looſe Pa- 
tients, that they have made uſe of Women in the 
Time of their Cure; which, however, I can't ſay, 
I found ever to retard 1t in the leaſt; but (as Mr, 
Wiſeman ſays) if they have any Regard to their 
Miſtreſſes Health, they ought to forbear. And here 
I cannot well omit to take Notice, what I do not 
remember I ever ſaw mentioned in any Author, 
and that 1s this: If a Man, after having taken 
the Infection, lie with a Woman before the Run- 
ning appear, ſhe ſhall not take the Infection, as 
I have been aſſured by a great many, who not 
ſuſpecting themſelves, have lain with their Wiy 
without doing them the leait Prejudice; for ha 
it been otherwiſe, I muſt moſt certainly have 
known: And the Reaſon of this, I take to be 
the clammy viſcous Nature of the Poiſon, which 
is not (after a ſmall Stay) waſhed off the Parts, 
either by the Urine, or Semen, till it comes to 
be looſened by Putrefaction, and then the poor 
Women are (ten tv one) made Partakers of the 
Tragedy; though in theſe Caſes, I have generally 
obſerved, where there was not the leaſt Appea- 
rance of a Running before, yet it would ſhew its 


ſelf perhaps in a few Hours after. And this I take 


to be occaſioned by the great Concourſe of Blood, 
and Spirits, at that Time diſtending the Parts, 
whereby the weakned Fibres, in ſome Meaſure 
corroded by the venereal Poiſon, are (as it were) 
torn aſunder, and fo there 1s preſently an Appea- 
rance of a whitiſh Kind of Liquor, not yet much 


corrupted by the Malignity. And this perhaps may 


be argued againft the Uſe of Women, in the Time 
of a Gonorrhaa, becauſe it ſeems to heat and in- 
flame the Parts, too much diſturbed that Way al 
ready; which is not to be deny'd in the common 
Methods, But where the Cure is effected by Loti- 
ans, the circulating Juices are not heated or fer-

as they come to the Part: So that it is evident, 
Venery, at that Time, can but Cauſe a more plen- 
tiful Running, and that with leſs Heat or Inflam- 
mation to the Part, becauſe the Juices are not in- 
ternally fermented, as in ſtrong Catharticks. But 
however, I always adviſe my Patients to keep 
from Women, during the whole Courſe of the Cure, 
and for ſome little Time after, if poſſible, till the 
Parts have entirely recovered their former Strength 
and Vigour. 

Obſer, I. Some Years ago, when I firſt began to 
put in Practice this new Method, a young Man of 
about two and twenty Years of Age, came and 
ſhewed-me a Gonorrhæa, contracted but a few Days 
before: I gave him my Deterſive Inje&ion, and 
ſhewed him how to make uſe of it, with Orders to 
come again to me four Days after; which he did, 
perfectly well. He told me, that he felt no Un- 


eaſineſs in his Water, after he had uſed the Injec- 
tion twice, and that the Rang ſtopp'd the ſe 
e 


cond Day. This made me a little uneaſy, as not 
being yet very well grounded in my new Method, 
and therefore would willingly have given him a 
Doſe or two of Phyſick; but he poſitively refuſed 
taking any Thing, ſaying he was perfectly well, 
and was ſure had no Occaſion of any Thing more. 
And indeed fo it proved, for I have ſeen him ma- 
ny Times ſince, and he has often aſſured me, he 
never felt more of that Diſtemper afterwards 

This was a very healthful young Man, and the 
Infection probably very ſlight, and being taken 
very ſoon, had not much weaken'd, or otherwiſe 
injur'd the Parts: The like to which I have many 
Times ſince known; and though it may ſeem a lit-

How vain therefore, and groundleſs are the Argu- 
ments of thofe, who pretend to care all thefe _ 
orders, by the Application of one ſingle Reme 
the Impoſſibility of which is very well known 5 
all thoſe who underſtand any Thing of the Pradticg, 
nay, every Surgeon's Boy, who hath ſerved a Year 
or two, is ſenſible, that all the Accidents attend- 
Ulcers are not to be remedied by any one 
fingle Application; and that a foul Ulcer, cannot 
be cleanſed, healed, and cicatrized by the ſame 
Application; neither can a Hyperſarcoſis, or Cal- 
loſity about their Edges, be — by Balſa- 
mick or Incarnative Medicine. 

The Ulcers being incarned, are to be cicratri> 
zed, and an Parts reſtored to their primitive 
Srrength, r the Corroborating Injection.

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The ſame Thing likewiſe may be ſaid of Gleets, 
attended with Caruncles; for till that ſuperfluous 
Fleſh is removed, all Attempts in order to a Cure 
will be vain and fruitleſs: But this Operation is 
ſo well handled by moſt who have wrote upon 
this Subject, that I need fay nothing upon that 
Head, only recommend proper Injections, accord- 
ing to the Nature and State of the Diſeaſe, when 
"thoſe Accidents are removed. 

- - Beſides this great Variety of Gleets and Ou- 
zings of the Virge, there is yet another, no way 
virulent, or owing to venereal Embraces, but cor- 
reſponds to the Whites in Women, and is called by 
ſome Gonorrbæa Catarrhalis. Etmuller ſuppoſes they 
proceed from a Relaxation, or Ulceration of the 
Proſtate, which under thoſe Circumſtances, ſeparate 
and void a large Quantity of their corrupted Jut- 
ces; as the Glands of the Eyes, or thoſe in the 
Fhroat are wont to do; for the Mucus in the 

Glands of the Urethra, upon a Stagnation, ei- 
ther by internal or external Juices, will ac- 
quire putrefactive Ferments, and according as 
they are more or leſs putrid, will be diſcoloured, 
ſharp, ſtinking, and attended by Pain, andother 
Symptoms. I have had many ſuch Patients, who 
have proteſted, they never knew any Woman 
in all their Lives, and never once failed in the 
Cure of them by my Injections : Neither do I 
think I ever ſhall; the Reaſon of which will ap- 
pear, yet farther in the ſubſequent Diſcourſe of 
the Whites 1n Women, 

Moſt Phyſicians agree, that the State of the Fluor 
Albus, or the Whites, generally fo call'd, is the La- 
cunæ or Vaginal Glands, which having contracted 
a Uterine vitious Ferment, gs to its diffe- 
rent Degrees, converts the Juices of theſe Parts 
into an acrimonious or ſharp purulent Matter, 
ſometimes appearing White, ſometimes Yellow, 
74% an 
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and ſometimes Green. Theſe vitious Juices, they 
ſay, are ſometimes generated in the Maſs of Blood, 
by means of an ill Indigeſtion inthe Stomach, and 
thrown upon theſe Glands. If ſo, why may notother 
Glands of the Body be affected as well as they? 
For though in theſe Caſes, there are many evident 
en es of a Cachexia, yet were they rightly en- 
quir'd into, I doubt not, but that they may, with 
as great Parity of Reaſon, be ſaid to be the Effects 
of exceſſive Evacuations, the chief of which are 
theſe, a Pale Face, Want of Appetite, Pain in the Back, 
and a Swelling of the Legs or Feet : But I would ask 
all thoſe, who have, or have had this Diſeaſe, whe- 
ther theſe were before or after the Running? If the 
were before, it is reaſonable to believe the Cauſe 
of the One, might be likewiſe the Cauſe of the 
Other : But if after it, then moſt probably theſe 
were the Effects of an exceſſive Evacuation. And 
I am inclinable to think, if you were to enquire 
into this particular Caſe, there is ſcarcely one Wo- 
man in an hundred, but will tell you, that before 
they had this Diſeaſe, (I mean the Whites,) theic 
Complexion and Stomach were good ; neither had 
they Pain in the Back, or Swelling in their Legs 
or Feet; but on the contrary, ſince that Evacua- 
tion hath been upon them, the other Misfortunes 
gradually follow'd. As indeed feems moſt probable 
for the following Reaſons ; and 

Firſt, A Paleneſs of the Face 1s an inſeparable 
Concomitant of all manner of exceſſive Evacuati- 
ons of any Kind: So likewiſe is a want of Appe- 
tite. And though the Swelling of the Feet or Legs 
is not always ſo, yet they generally are the Effects 
of a Weakneſs of one kind or other; ſo that the 
preateſt Difficulty ſeems to lie in diſcovering, ' 
whether the Whites are moſt commonly the Effects 
of Weakneſs, or Weakneſs the Effect of the Whites: 

If the former, why then are luſty ſtrong Women 
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Þ often affected, nay more often, generally ſheak- 
ing, than weak Women, and that too in the Flow- 
er of their Youth, Monthly, for ſome Days be- 
fore their Menſes appear? And this is ſo general, 
that I believe few young and healthſul Women 
are otherwiſe ,; which proceeds from a Redundancy 
of that Mucus Lymph in thoſe Glands, which a lit- 
tle before the Monthly Periods, is more plentifully 
diſcharg'd by a greater Concourſe of Blood and Spi- 

rits at that Time ſent to the Parts. | 
On the other hand, I would appeal to the Wo- 
men themſelves, who in this Particular are the 
beſt Judges, whether there are not many weak 
Women who never had this Diſeaſe in their Lives; 
which is the more reaſonable to believe, as not 
having thoſe Glands fo replete with ſuch Juices. 
which, by many great Men, have been thought 
to be a kind of Seed, and as ſich, ejected with 
Pleaſure 1n Coitu, and not a bare Excrementitious 
Lymph, only to lubricitate and ſoften the Parts. 
But ſippoſe the Fibres of theſe Glands in ſome 
weak Women, are ſo looſe as not to retain that 
Liquor, which may ſometimes happen; and then 
the Matter of the Running from ſuch a Cauſe, 
muſt be ſmooth, white, and tenacious, as that Li- 
quor is which commonly on the contrary found 
to be purulent, yellow, and fœtid. But again, 
let us imagine that Liquor vitiated in Quality, and . 
that either in the Maſs of Bleod, or in the Glands 
themſelves : The firſt would be downright Non- 
ſenſe; becauſe there is no ſuch Liquor in the Maſs 
of Blood, being elaborated or made in thoſe Glands 
by a peculiac Faculty inherent therein. Every one 
knows, that the Difference of all kind of Laquors 

doth conſiſt in the different Union or Cohæſion true 
of its compounding Particles; and if thoſe Parflhy ug . 
ticles (in this particular Caſe) were ſo depiiſhi pyg.. 
ved in the Maſs of Blood, as not to be = | 
| mente 
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mented to that Height of Perfection, as in bet“ 
ter Conſtitutions of Body, yet the Liquor in 
thoſe Glands would hardly be diſcovered by the 
Eye to be any way faulty; and therefore it neceſ- 
ſarily follows, that the Alterations made in that 
Liquor muſt be in thoſe Glands, 

It may here be asked how this Liquor is ſo cor- 
upted or altered in thoſe Glands. To which J an- 
ſwer, that all the Glands of the Body ſeparate, or 
make their particular Juices, either by Percola- 
on or Fermentation, or both: By the firſt only 
hey cannot, becauſe thereby its compounding 
Particles cannot be altered in relation to their
